CONTRACTORS SHARE RESPONSIBILITY FOR OIL DISASTER, COMPANY REPORT SAYS

WASHINGTON A BP investigation of the Gulf 
of Mexico disaster played down the compa- 
ny’s role in the world’s worst offshore oil spill, 
seeking to share the blame with its contrac- 
tors. 

The 193-page internal report made public 
Wednesday drew fire from U.S. lawmakers 
and the contractors.

Everyone wants a shot 
at mayor’s post, it seems

The post-Daley era in Chicago politics be- 
gan Wednesday with all of the promise of 
baseball’s Opening Day—no winners, no 
losers and everyone proclaiming they have 
a shot at the crown. 

With Mayor Daley saying he would not 
endorse a successor for the Feb. 22 elec- 
tion, the city’s various political factions 
engaged in private meetings and a flurry 
of phone calls aimed at separating the con- 
tenders from the pretenders. 

“There will be a lot of candidates,” Daley 
said after his first City Council meeting 
since announcing he would not seek a sev- 
enth term. “Look at the City Council. All 
50 are candidates right now. They all want 
to be candidates for mayor, and why not? 
This is the best job in America, right here.” 

In the anteroom behind the City Coun- 
cil chambers, the scene was controlled cha- 
os as more than a dozen aldermen happily 
stepped out of the meeting to give inter- 
views to anyone who wanted to listen about 
how they could be the city’s next mayor. 


Political jockeying begins 


Mayor Daley says he has been fielding lots of calls since his surprise announcement 
Tuesday. Some of the biggest have been from President Obama, Oprah Winfrey, presi- 
dential adviser David Axelrod and White House chief of staff Rahm Emanuel, who is 


considered a likely mayoral candidate. 


“They all called and thanked me for 21 years of service,” he said. Daley said the deci- 
sion to quit after 21 years in office was made over time. “I’ve been talking about this for 
the last six months, more now the last month and a half.” 


Amid all the early jockeying, bluffing 
and bullying, veteran Ald. Richard Mell, 
(33rd) outlined the nuts-and-bolts reality 
of mounting a mayoral campaign with only 
weeks to go before the Nov. 22 deadline for 
submitting petitions. 

“Someone’s got to have some serious 
money. This isn’t something you just de- 
cide,” he said. 

Mell also talked about the qualities to 
look for in a winning candidate— someone 
who will be a “unifier” and “can’t be looked 
at as looking at one segment of the city.” 

Many politicians were beginning their 
assessment by gauging the mood of their 
political base. 

“T don't know if it’s as important that 
it’s an African-American candidate as it is 


about a candidate that is going to be fair 
to the African-American community,” 
said Ald. Walter Burnett (27th) head of the 
council’s black caucus, which met in private 
at the Hotel Allegro across from City Hall. 
Latino council members met for lunch 
and agreed to meet again within the next 
few weeks, giving potential candidates time 
to develop a presentation to make to them. 
“Tf there’s a Hispanic that runs, he or she 
will probably get the majority of the His- 
panic vote,” said Ald. Danny Solis (25th). 
Mell and many others expect the field 
for the February city election will be too 
fragmented for any candidate to reach 
the winning margin of 50 percent plus one 
vote. If there is no outright winner, the top 
two vote-getters go to an April 5 runoff.

Weis sure 
to face 

fire from 
candidates

With the violent summer season just behind 
him, Police Superintendent Jody Weis now 
faces a new challenge—a campaign season 
in which his tenure will be hotly debated 
among a long list of politicians who want to 
be Chicago’s next mayor. 

One alderman called for his head just a 
day after Mayor Daley’s decision not to seek 
re-election. Weis, hired by Daley almost 
three years ago, has a job until his contract 
expires March 1. 

Weis, a career FBI agent who was the first 
outsider to head the department in decades, 
has drawn criticism from the start. Although 
violent crime has held steady—and is far 
lower than it was in the early 1990s—many 
believe the city is too dangerous. Fraternal 
Order of Police leaders also have argued that 
morale in the department has sagged under 
Weis. Some point to sweeping command 
moves soon after his arrival and his contro- 
versial handling of a police brutality case. 

On Wednesday, Weis offered a strong de- 
fense of his leadership and said he planned 
to meet with the mayor at summer’s end 
to talk about his future with the city. With 
Daley’s surprise announcement, Weis even 
held out the possibility of serving under the 
next mayor. 

“T intended to serve through my contract 
and seek future employment {after} I com- 
pleted that obligation,” he said in an e-mail 
response. “Plus, who knows? The next may- 
or may want me to remain in this position, 
which would be a decision I would have to 
make at that point and time.”

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Slim majority wants retrial

A slight majority of Illinois voters who twice 
elected Rod Blagojevich favors a retrial of the 
former governor. But a sizable share of voters 
disagree with prosecutors’ decision to bring 
him back to court to face corruption charges 
for a second time, according to a new Tribune/ 
WGN-TV poll. 

At the end of asummer-long trial, Blagojev- 
ich was found guilty of one count of lying to 
the FBI, which carries a maximum five-year 
prison sentence. He has vowed to appeal. 

At the same time, the jury deadlocked on 
23 corruption counts, including those accus- 
ing him of trying to sell the US. Senate seat 
once held by President Obama. A lone hold- 
out juror spared Blagojevich from conviction 
on many counts, including allegations of rack- 
eteering and conspiracy. 

US. Attorney Patrick Fitzgerald immedi- 
ately sought a retrial, now tentatively sched- 
uled to begin in early January. 

A slim majority statewide, 54 percent, 
agreed with Fitzgerald’s decision, while 
37 percent disagreed. There were 10 percent 
who had no opinion in the survey of 600 reg- 
istered voters conducted Aug. 28-Sept. 1. The 
margin of error was 4 percentage points. 

Karen Polin, a Chicago nurse, was among 
those surveyed who thought a retrial was a 
bad idea. Even so, she made it clear she had 
no sympathy for Blagojevich. 

“T don’t know what we gain from it,” Polin 
said. “He’s already a convicted felon. I’d like 
to see him nailed to the cross, but he’s lost his 
ability to hold office; that’s enough for me.” 

Barry Stoughton of Schaumburg couldn’t 
disagree more. Prosecutors, he said, have a 
duty to retry Blagojevich. 

“T think it is avery reasonable use of taxpay- 
er money because the state will be a laughing- 
stock if we don't,” said Stoughton, who owns a 
construction equipment parts business.

Judge aims to protect jurors 


A federal judge said Wednesday he once 
again intends to protect the identities of 
jurors in the next trial of former Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich. U.S. District Judge James 
Zagel took it a step further, saying he 
wouldn't make the names public until 

24 hours after jurors completed their du- 
ties, as opposed to last month when he re- 
leased the names shortly after the verdict 


in the initial trial. 

Zagel has said he believes identifying 
jurors only by number reduces the chance 
of a rogue reporter or blogger trying to 
contact them while they are hearing evi- 
dence. The judge did not fully explain his 
reasons for a 24-hour delay but suggested 
he had problems with the way the news 
media handled inquiries of the jury.

West Lawn, a Southwest Side community 
area that rarely sees homicides, recorded 
four homicides in one day last week, 
police said.

West Lawn saw 
one homicide each in 2008 and 2009, 
according to police data. 

Citywide, fatal shootings were recorded in 
East Garfield Park, Englewood, Greater Grand 
Crossing, South Chicago and South Lawndale 
in the past week, RedEye found. The victims 
ranged in age from 16 to 38, and two of the 
victims were female, according to officials. 

Ten homicides have been recorded so far 
this month. Police recorded 40 homicides in 
September 2009.

Bears’ prized offseason pickup adds 
Pro Bowl spice to the defensive line

Julius Peppers made a sweet first impression on Bears fans in March when he pur- 


chased 25 bottles of $350 Champagne for club-goers at Crescendo in River North 


after he signed with the team. 


His first impression on the field has been more sobering. In the preseason’s 


four games, Peppers collected two sacks. Against Oakland, he had five tackles and 


forced a fumble. Yet the Bears lost all their preseason games, and the defense ap- 


peared troubled and inconsistent. 


So no more Champagne—for now. “Maybe in February after we win the Super 


Bowl,” Peppers said last month at training camp. 


High expectations aren’t new for the 30-year- 
old defensive end, who signed a six-year, 
$91.5 million deal with the Bears—adjusting 
to a new city and team is. The Wilson, N.C., 
native played eight seasons with the Carolina 
Panthers after playing basketball and football 
for the University of North Carolina. Although 
he’s a newcomer to the Bears, Peppers and his 
coaches have said they expect him to elevate 
the level of play in Chicago. 

Peppers had 81 sacks in his time with the 
Panthers, and he was part of the 2003 team 
that reached the Super Bowl, losing to the New 
England Patriots, 32-29. Peppers, a five-time 
Pro Bowler, often is lauded for his athleticism 
and versatility. 

“He’s about as complete of a defensive end 
as you'll see,” Bears coach Lovie Smith said last 
month. “He’s a scholarship player that we’re 


going to keep around here for a while.” 

Peppers plans to stick around for a while 
too. He said his new teammates haven’t hazed 
him “too much” and he’s “adjusting well” to liv- 
ing in Chicago. 

After his Crescendo party, Peppers was hard 
to miss on the Chicago scene--and not just be- 
cause he’s 6-feet-7, 280-plus pounds. He was 
spotted at James Hotel’s Jbar, The Shrine, Le 
Passage, Joe’s Seafood, Prime Steak and Stone 
Crab, Gibsons Steakhouse, ESPN Zone and 
Rumba—all in the first few weeks of arriving 
in Chicago. 

That’s a pretty impressive start for a guy who 
considers himself to be low-key. Peppers insists 
he’s not a regular club-hopper like some ath- 
letes who have found themselves mainstays in 
gossip columns and on TMZ. He told RedEye 
he has one focus: Football. 


To prove the point, he said he’s even given 
up basketball, though he was a forward on 
the Tar Heels team that made it to the Final 
Four in 2000. Peppers averaged 5.7 points and 
3.7 rebounds per game in his two seasons with 
UNC. 

“I stay to myself. I eliminate a lot of clut- 
ter from my life. I don’t really try to be on the 
scene,” said Peppers, who lives in Highland 
Park. “I still go out to dinner. I go out to the 
club occasionally, but I try to surround myself 
with good people in a small circle of friends 
that look out for my best interest.” 

Peppers isn’t relying just on friends. He said 
the Bears fans “have been great. ... They show a 
lot of support even though I’m new here.” 

One group of fans who immediately flocked 
to Peppers: UNC graduates living in Chicago. 

“We're happy to have him here,” said Jimmy 
Kimball, 29, of Streeterville, a 2003 UNC grad 
and Panthers fan. “Everyone I talk to back 
home is really bummed that he left. ... He was 
the biggest thing down there.” 

Indeed, many of the postings on Peppers’ 
Facebook page are Carolina fans lamenting his 
departure. There are only a few Bears fan posts 
welcoming him to Chicago. But unlike Chad 
Ochocinco or other ostentatious football stars, 
Peppers isn’t speaking through Facebook, the 
media or Twitter. 

“I would prefer to have my play and my per- 
formance to do the talking. My body of work— 
youre going to get to see it on the field,” Pep- 
pers said. “I’m really not going to say alot about 
it. I’m not going to do a bunch of talking. ’m 
going to go out, work hard every day and try to 
be a great example to my teammates.”

Despite a playful name that conjures images of sun-soaked carnivals 
and the magical, inanimate-objects-sprung-to-life world of Pixar cinema, 
these Chicago pop-rockers actually get darker and weirder on their im- 
pressive sophomore effort. Take the title cut: On its surface, the dreamy 
tune is a jangly slice of surf-pop filtered hazily through Mazzy Star. But 


the lyrics, woozily delivered by singer/bassist Nicole Vitale, are far more fractured and 


restless. 


Just a quick glance at the song titles hints that something's amiss: “Evil Twin,” “The 
Wickedest Man in San Francisco,” “Evil Unmasked.” ... “Teenage Ghost House” takes listen- 
ers even further down deserted back roads with spooky organ, dense brambles of guitar, 
and singer/guitarist Jim Carroll's detached vocals. It’s not all darkness, though, as welcome 
light seeps through the cracks on “Quagga,” a propulsive tune built around a spiky synth 
line and Vitale’s airy, optimistic vocals. “When it comes,” she sings, “it'll be just like the first 
time.”
